To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Ipswich in the 
County of Hillsborough in said State, qualified 


to vote in Town Affairs 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town House in said 
New Ipswich on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March next, at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priation for the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of three thousand dollars ($3,000.) for the Main- 
tenance of the State Road. 


4. Tosee if the Town will vote to borrow money in antici- 
pation of taxes. 


5. To choose one member of the Electric Light Com- 
mittee for 3 years. 


6. To choose one member of the Trust Funds for three 
years, also to have this same Committee serve as trustees 
of the Spaulding School Fund. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
one hundred and fifty dollars ($150) for Memorial Day. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of twelve hundred dollars ($1200) to retain our 
Resident Physician. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of one thousand dollars ($1000) for street lighting. 
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10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of five hundred twenty-eight dollars and fifty cents 
($528.50) for State Aid Construction. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of two hundred dollars ($200) for White Pine Blister 
Control. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of five hundred dollars ($500) to repair the hill at 
the north end of Koski road. 


13. To see if the Town will instruct the Electric Light

Report of Electric Light Commissioners 


In the conduct of the affairs of the Electric Light Depart- 
ment of the Town several matters have come up that should 
be of interest to the tax payers. In 1922 the Town built its 
first lines covering the Centre Village, High Bridge Village, 
Smithville and a spur line to supply the houses about the 
Walker Plant. Since that first installation the Town has 
extended its lines extensively into what might be called the 
farming districts of the Town. 

In 1925 the Town built a line from the house of Guy C. 
Blanchard to supply current to L. Aho, Mrs. A. Anderson, M. 
Lampi, J. Kusisto, G. Luhtala, T. Suila, N. Kivela, H: 
Paananen, the Finnish Farmers Hall, Mrs. J. Aho, Antti 
Anttila, Fred Fox, H. Nelson, J. Stark and H. Erickson. In 
1926 that line was continued to supply C. Maki, the Finnish 
Church, G.S. Wheeler, A. Kangas, M. Somero, N. L. Somero, 
I. Hill and A. Pajari. In 1927 the Town built a line from the 
house of Ilmer E. Aho to supply J. Hill, S. Sanninen, W. 
Laakso, J. Hyvarinen, J. Korpi, K. Koivula and Matti 
Maki. In that same year the Town built a line from beyond 
the Walker Plant to supply I. Kovanen, N. Johnson, Wm. 
Aldrich, M. Isola, W. F. Mansfield, Mrs. J. Koski and W. 
Maki (now A. Lilius). In 1928 the Town built three lines: 
a line on the Ashburnham road to supply Mrs. A. Rosander, 
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J. Siren, E. Hangas and G. R. Jaquith; a line over Knights 
Hill to supply J. Koski, J. Nyman, A. Pohjasmaki and A. 
Myllymaki; a line into Davis Village to supply Mrs. S. Kesti, 
_ T. Parhiala, A. Parhiala, M. Aho, F. Hill, E. Kontio, J. 
Kurtti and Isaac Aho. In past years at Town Meetings 
there has been an understanding that the petitioners for 
electric service would also take on telephone service where 
there were no telephone lines in existence. This year your 
Commissioners met with objection on the part of three men 
to the fact that they should take on the telephone service also. 
Fortunately for the Town two of them changed their minds 
and have signed contracts for telephones. One man has not 
yet signed a contract for a phone. 


The Town should also realize that the expense of poles is 
soon to be more than double what has been paid in the past. 
Western cedar poles are quoted at the present time from 
$12 to $14 each for the grade B. according to length and 
from $8.70 to $12 each for what are called ‘‘Woods Run”’ 
quality according to length. These prices are in car lots 
delivered at Greenville, N. H. Last year we got our poles 
for $5 each delivered at the holes. It is a question as to 
whether the Town will be able to get local chestnut poles 
much longer. Blight has killed all the local chestnut and the 
quality of what chestnut is left is none too good. 

Your Commissioners during the past year have been ap- 
proached by several of your customers in regard to a change 
of rates for current. Your commissioners have made no 
changes in rates, but for your benefit, have taken from their 
records certain figures as to the cost of the present plant and 
the revenue from the same for the past 12 months. In as 
much as the lines covering High Bridge, Bank Village, Centre 
Village, Smithville with the Walker Plant spur and the feed 
lines from Greenville were all built the first year, it was im- 
possible to separate the cost in any way. The extensions 
made since 1922, with the exception of the extension to H. P. 
Hurlbut’s and to W. D. Ashley’s can be easily separated. 

In figuring the cost to the Town of the sundry sections of 
the plant it must be borne in mind that no attention has been 
paid to the fact that on some of the extensions the Town has 
appropriated in some cases a specific sum and directed that, 
if the extension cost more, any excess cost should be taken 
from cash in the Elec. Light Dept. treasury. The Town will 
doubtless remember that at the Town Meeting in March, 
1928 it voted to take the cost of the extension that has just 
been built over Knights Hill entirely from the treasury of the 
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Elec. Light Dept. In other years only part of the cost of any 
one has been taken from the Elec. Light Dept. and the bal- 
ance came from a specific Tax Levy by the Town. No ac- 
count has been taken of the money spent by your Com. for | 
the extensions made in 1928, because the customers have had 
service only a few months and your commissioners have not 
yet received from the New England Tel. & Tel. Co. the money 
due for use of such poles as the Telephone Co. used to serve 
the new lines.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
TO THE SCHOOL BOARD AND CITIZENS OF NEW IPSWICH: 


I submit my sixth annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools. 


SCHOOL ORGANIZATION 


We were able to open schools last September with five of 
last years teachers still with us but through sickness we have 
had to make two other changes. This is a better record than 
we have had for-some years and one which we should be able 
.O maintain in the future. 

Our new teachers are as follows:—At Number Four School, 
Miss Rose Hackler, who graduated from the Keene Normal 
School two-year course last June; at Number Six (since 
November) Miss Laura Bewley, a graduate of the Plymouth 
Normal School with one year teaching experience; and at 
Highbridge, Miss Marion Gamache, a graduate of Plymouth 
Normal School, with three years experience. Thelast named 
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has been out because of illness since the middle of December 
and Miss Teresa Sughrue, a graduate of Keene Normal 
School, is substituting for her for an indefinite period. 


The total school enrollment this year is practically the 
same as last year, a slight increase at the Junior High School 
being offset by slight decreases at Number Four and Number 
Five. The percent of attendance has been higher than 
usual until the sickness of the past month decreased it, and 
tardiness has been less than usual. 


THE SUPPLY OF TRAINED TEACHERS 


For two or three years the two state normal schools have 
trained a sufficient number of new teachers in the two-year 
courses to fill the vacancies occurring in the elementary 
grade and rural schools, and enough more in the three-year 
courses to supply the demands of junior high schools, with a 
surplus each year large enough to provide a healthy com- 
petition. 


There is still an inadequate supply of new teachers trained 
for senior high school positions. About 150 such teachers 
were needed in the state this year. The University of New 
Hampshire supplied about 35 of these, and the normal 
schools for the first time graduated classes in the four-year 
courses, providing 17 high school teachers. The balance was 
drawn from other states and was made up of teachers with 
brief experience and of inexperienced college graduates, in 
nearly equal numbers. 


The experienced teachers went: largely to the city high 
schools. Our smaller high schools, of which there are approxi- 
mately sixty having 100 pupils or fewer, take the inexperi- 
enced teachers and require them to teach in two or more 
subject-fields. In these positions the normal school graduate 
is generally the more successful teacher, because of her 
special training in both the theory and practice of teaching. 
The college graduate is more often a specialist in a single 
subject, with a required minimum training in educational 
theory and little or no practice teaching. 


The improvement of teaching in our smaller high schools 
will depend largely upon the increase in the supply of 
graduates from the normal schools, as their four-year courses 
are further developed. 
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SUPERVISION 


As shown in the statistical report following, I have been 
able to spend a larger proportion of my time in school room 
visits than in previous years, increasing the number of re- 
corded visits from 154 to 166. A small proportion of this 
time and a considerable proportion of my office time was oc- 
cupied with the testing program which included the oral 
reading tests in the first three grades, silent reading tests in 
grades three to six, and the Stanford Achievement Tests in 
reading, arithmetic, language, spelling, science, and history. 
The Stanford Tests were given in October and May of last 
year and in January this year. | 

The results of the three series of tests throughout the 
supervisory district were tabulated and compared with the 
published standards for a general comparison. Then pupils 
who stood particularly low were noted, and the teachers 
were advised as to which ones needed special attention and in 
what subjects. The series of three tests indicate a general 
advance, and the January tests show all of the grades to be 
up to standard and some as much as 12% above standard. 
This is a general statement for the whole district and does 
not mean that every grade in every school is above standard. 

Last October a standardized test in silent reading was given 
throughout the district in grades four to nine, and the re- 
sults were handled in the same manner as indicated for the 
Stanford Achievement Tests above. The test was given in 
order to have a more accurate measure of the reading abilties 
of these grades than we had at the time I discussed the silent 
reading program in my last annual report. It was the first 
attempt at a comprehensive measuring of silent reading 
abilities, so no comparison can be made that will show the 
amount of gain or loss. Results showed that all the grades 
tested were somewhat below standard. They provide a 
basis for determining what remedial work is required for the 
pupils or grades who were found to be especially low, and 
also a basis for comparison when the test is repeated later in 
the year. 

MEDICAL INSPECTION 


The medical inspection was made in October as usual by 
Dr. Clark with the assistance of the nurse, Miss Frye, with 
the following results:

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A beginning has been made in the way of corrective treat- 
ments and several children having diseased tonsils have been 
operated upon. Through the efforts of Dr. Clark and the 
new nurse, Miss Higgins, I am sure that much more will be 
accomplished before the school year is over. 


FINANCES 


Comparison of the Budget proposed for 1929-1930 with 
last year’s estimate shows a small decrease in several items 
in the first group, and an increase of $100 for new equipment 
and $200 for high school tuitions. The increase for new 
equipment is asked for to cover maps for Number Six School, 
globes for Number Six and Number One Schools, and desks 
for Number One Primary. The increase in high school 
tuitions is due to an expected increase in the number of New 
Ipswich pupils at the Academy next year. There are two to 
graduate this year and six or seven to enter next fall. 

With the continued loyalty and support that is manifest: 
at present in the school organization, the Parent Teacher 
Association, and citizens generally, we shall be able pro- 
gressively to improve the schools, and this fact is doubtless 
as gratifying to others as it is to me.

TO THE CITIZENS OF NEW IPSWICH: 


As there have occurred no salient issues in school affairs, 
during the past year, we submit for your consideration the 
following brief report with this maxim in mind: “Happy 
is the nation that has no history.”’ 

In the fall term most of the schools progressed favorably, © 
and the percentage of attendance was unusually high. This 
fact is due, largely, to the splendid spirit of co-operation 
manifested by the parents in response to our plea of last 
year. 

The recent influenza epidemic has caused a decline in the 
otherwise good attendance record and several schools, as a 
result, have closed for their vacations earlier than planned. 


It is regretted that Mrs. Alice Smith, an experienced 
teacher of ability who was serving the District for the third 
consecutive year, was obliged because of ill health to re- 
linquish her duties at Number Six. The location of this» 
school and the lack of a convenient boarding place offers a 
perpetual conundrum to which there is no satisfactory 
solution; yet, the expenditures total a sum greater than 
any one of the other schools. 

All the school houses are in good condition, consequently 
there are no extensive repairs needed at present. 
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Lastly, we again extend our appreciation to the Parent- 
Teacher Association and the Red Cross for their beneficial 
activities toward the welfare of our schools.
